Mayors 
Growth 
Support 
Controls

A proposed ordinance to con- 
jng 
a 
limited 
trol residential development in 
number of 


the county was embraced by 
the Marin County Council of 
Mayors and Councilmen last 
night. (Another council story, 
page 18.) 
The measure was endorsed 
by representatives of seven Ma­ 
rin cities. Ross and Corte Ma­ 
dera delegations opposed the 
move, the San Anselmo delega­ 
tion abstained and Belvedere’s 
was absent. 
The action came after brief 
discussion at the Deer Park 
Villa in Fairfax, and capped 
months of consideration by the 
group, which had debated the 
matter on three previous occa­ 
sions. 
The measure would create 
special growth control boards 
to further the policies of the 
Marin County General Plan by 
reviewing developments pro­ 
posed for an area and approv- 


a 
projects. 
Most city leaders agreed with 
Tiburon Mayor Albert Arambu- 
ru that growth control is essen­ 
tial in Marin. “ We have need 
for some type of residential 
growth control,” he said. 
Aramburu’s motion to ap­ 
prove a county growth control 
ordinance was originally linked 
to a statement expressing “ res­ 
ervations" about the composi­ 
tion of local growth control 
boards, but mention of board 
makeup was dropped after the 
group decided each city should 
work with the county in deter­ 
mining board composition. 
Most cities appeared to agree 
with Aramburu, however, that 
board composition should be 
weighted in favor of municipal 
governments.

Grand Jurors Told 
To Refuse Answers

Members of the 1973-74 Grand 
jury panel with objections to a 
questionnaire sent out by the 
public defender's office don’t 
have to reply, a Marin judge 
ruled yesterday. 
Superior Court Judge Charles 
Read Best said he will write to 
the 79 recipients of the ques­ 
tionnaire and tell them they 
may ignore the entire inquiry 
or any portion of it 
But he reserved the right to 
order them into court to answer 
questions he rules are appropri­ 
ate 
The public defender sent the 
questionnaire to the 19 actual 
grand jurors and 60 other per­ 
sons who applied for the panel 
but were not accepted. 
The 32-question document 
asks for information on the 
private lives, affiliations, back 


ground and financial status of 
the recipients 


Larry K Heon of the public 
defender's office, who devel­ 
oped the questionnaire, hoped 
to use its results to have 
quashed a murder indictment 
against San Quentin inmate 
Marcello Baeza.. 


Heon contended the grand 
jury was improperly constitut­ 
ed in that it does not include a 
true cross-section of residents., 


In a one hour hearing yester­ 
day. Judge Best heard deputy 
district attorney John D Posey 
ask that the entire question­ 
naire be recalled 


But instead. Best said he will 
write immediately to the jury 
panel "to tell them if they do

Span Money Counters 
Deluged By $1 Bills 


The Golden Gate Bridge Dis­ 
trict has a real problem on its 
hands, thanks to the toll hike 
and increased transit patronage 
— too many bucks to count. 
On one especially bad day 
alone, vault crews had $32,400 
in ll bills to stack for machines 
that count them 
The result has been an in­ 
creasing expenditure of over­ 
time pay to handle the flood of 
money, which district policy 
requires to be deposited daily 
with banks Some of the money 
has taken up to three extra 
days to count, a costly delay 
because it earns interest only 
after being deposited 
The issue came before the 
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rules, policy and industrial re 
lations committee yesterday 
Directors, traditionally loath to 
lose interest, eagerly recom­ 
mended the hiring of an eighth 
vault officer. His annual salary 
of $12,480 and benefits of $2,544 
would be more than offset by 
increased interest from banking 
the money the same day, the 
staff said. 
Gen. Mgr. Dale W Euchring 
said the additional cash flow 
had created some problems, 
but added "we’re not complain­ 
ing." The number of $1 bills 
processed daily is up by vary­ 
ing amounts, the staff said For 
comparison, the number three 
months ago on the same date 
was 18.900 
Luehring said many more 
drivers are using dollar bills 
now' that the toll is 75 cents 
New riders on transit take a 
while to shift to using books of 
tickets, thus they add a dispro­ 
portionate share of dollar bills 
when they first shift to transit, 
he added 
The committee also recoin 
mended the mileage allowance 
for privately owned automo 
biles on district business be 
increased from 12 to 18 cents a 
mile, the same rate paid by the 
City and County of San Francis­ 
co, according to the staff In 
creased fuel prices warranted 
the increase, the committee 
agreed,

Congress Approves 
$2 Minimum Wage 


Kissinger Fails To Find Arms 
Solution In Moscow Conference 


Nixon Sends Word He 
Will Sign Legislation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress today ap­ 
proved legislation boosting the minimum wage for 
millions of American workers to $2 per hour. 
The Senate voted 71-to-19 and 
------------------ —---- 
the House 345-to-50 on a com­ 
promise bill that President Nix­ 
on said earlier today he will not 
veto The measure could take 
effect by May I. 


The House and Senate ap­ 
proved a conference committee 
substitute for the bill that was 
closer to the House version than 
the Senate s The Senate mea­ 
sure had called for steeper in­ 
creases starting next year 


When Nixon signs it, the new 
law will extend coverage for 
the first time to domestic em­ 
ployees, all government work­ 
ers, and retail chain store em­ 
ployees 


"This legislation is three 
years late," said Sen. Jacob K. 
Javits, R N Y., one of its chief 
sponsors 
The word from Nixon was 
flashed to congressional leaders 
just hours before the Senate 
and House voted on the wage 
package. 
Nixon vetoed a similar bill 
last year as inflationary, and 


an over-ride attempt fell 25 
votes short in the House. But 
Ken Davis, an aide to Senate 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott, 
told reporters the White House 
had called early this morning to 
say Nixon will sign the bill this 
time. 
The package, when enacted, 
will mean almost immediate 
pay boosts for about 4 million 
Americans and will extend fed­ 
eral minimum wage protection 
to about 20 million others never 
before covered by the law 
Under the bill, the legal mini­ 
mum wage would rise to $2.00 
an hour on May I. It wrould go 
to $2.10 per hour next Jan I 
and to $2 30 on Jan. I, 1976, 
The current minimum wage, 
enacted in 1968, is $1.60. 
Fiscal experts estimated the 
cost of pay hikes to the four 
million workers now making 
less than $2 per hour as $1.5 
billion annually. 
In all. the new law would 
cover 54 million American 
workers, leaving just six mil­ 


lion not protected by a mini­ 
mum wage —most of them 
employed by small retail and 
service establishments. 


The law would apply to all 
workers regardless of age. 


For the first time, the law 
would cover domestic servants 
—except babysitters and com­ 
panions —as well as govern­ 
ment workers at all levels and 
retail and service employees of 
chain stores not now' protected 
About three million govern­ 
ment workers in schools and 
hospitals were brought under 
minimum wage provisions in 
1966. The new law will cover 
the other five million to six 
million federal, state and local 
government employees across 
the country. 
The bill would also extend the 
requirement that overtime of at 
least time and a half be paid 
for work exceeding 40 hours per 
week to about eight million 
persons previously exempt 
That would leave only about IO 
million persons not covered by 
overtime provisions, most of 
them in transportation. 
In addition, the bill would 
require that overtime be paid to 
police and firemen beginning 
next January, after a 60-hour 
tour of duty. Overtime would 
apply after a 58-hour duty tour 
in 197(5 and after 54 hours in 
1977 and thereafter

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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
ceding the prospect of Presi­ 
dent Nixon's impeachment is 
‘ much greater today' than a 
month or two ago. a leading 
Republican senator today urged 
the House Judiciary Committee 
to speed its inquiry in the inter 
est of fairness 
Robert Griffin of Michigan, 
the assistant Senate GOP lead 
er, called on the committee, 
which is investigating whether 
grounds exist to impeach Nix­ 
on, to permit the President’s 
lawyers to be present at its 
meetings and to cross-examine 
witnesses 
The committee has reached 
no decision on a White House 
request to let Nixon’s lawyers 
participate in the inquiry 
Aside from what he said were 
■ legal precedents" to permit 
White House counsel access to 
the impeachment process, Gnf 
fin said in a floor speech, “ it 
seems to me that it is in the 
national interest and in the 
interest of fairness to get to the 
truth, to get to the facts as 
quickly as possible 
Later, to reporters, he said 
that by permitting White House 
Watergate lawyer James D. St 
Clair to cross-examine witness­ 
es at Judiciary Committee 
meetings, it might “ significant­ 
ly shorten the process by mak 
irig it unnecessary to have a 
trial in the Senate 
Under the Constitution, if the 
House votes to impeach a pub­ 
lic official—the equivalent of an 
indictment—the Senate must 
conduct a trial on the charges 
“ Then you obviously feel we 
are headed for a trial in the 
Senate'’” Griffin was asked 


“ Well. I would have to con­ 
cede the likelihood seems much 
greater today than it did a 
month or two ago," he replied 
He declined, however, to say 
why he feels the prospects the 
House will vote to impeach 
have increased 
"That s a whole other story 
he said 
Griffin said he had not talked 
with anyone at the White House 
about his speech, but had men­ 
tioned it to the ranking Repubii 
can on the House Judiciary 
Committee. Rep 
Edward 
Hutchinson of Michigan, at the 
regular weekly breakfast of the 
Michigan congressional delega 
tion this morning 
" I don’t recall that he re 


sponded." Griffin told report­ 
ers 
To the Senate, Griffin said 
cross-examination is the tradi­

“ Isn t it in the interest of 
everyone to find out as early as 
possible whether a trial in the 
Senate is constitutionally neces 
san ’ " Griffin asked 
He said he “ hoped it would 
not be necessary” later for the 
Senate to have to decide wheth 
er the procedures followed by 
the House were fair 


Teacher Strike In 
Son Francisco Ends 
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MOSCOW (UPI) — The Unit 
ed States and the Soviet Union 
acknowledged today that Secre­ 
tary of State Henry A Kissin­ 
ger failed to break the deadlock 
on strategic arms limitations in 
his talks here 


A joint statement said both 
sides are determined to find 
solutions to the stalemate rn the 
strategic arms limitation talks 
(SALT) in Geneva But it did 
not say what progress, if any, 
had been made toward that 
goal, indicating that the break 
through Kissinger sought had 
eluded him 


Kissinger said before leaving 
for London that he had made 
“ good progress on a number of 
bilateral issues” in his talks 
with Communist party General 
Secretary Leonid I Brezhnev 


But he sidestepped a question 
about whether there had been a 


breakthrough on SALT “ It de­ 
pends on what you mean by a 
breakthrough." he said 
"We 
had good discussions " 


The 600-word joint statement 
made no mention of progress on 
any of the issues dividing the 
United States and Soviet Union, 
including the Middle East and 
bilateral trade questions 
But it said both sides are set 
on "the established policy 
aimed at making the process of 
improving Soviet American re­ 
lations irreversible ” 


It said talks were held in a 
“ constructive and businesslike 
atmosphere." a phrase that in

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
economy will be on the upswing 
by this fall. and that means 
that Republican election set­ 
backs this spring will be re­ 
versed.

In a political pep talk that 
had his audience cheering. Nix­ 
on told the $1.000-a-plate diners 
not to be overly concerned, 
because history has shown time 
and again that when spring 
brings discontent, fall brings 
joy. 


Without mentioning W ater­ 


gate. the President said the 
economy and the cost of living 
has been the big factor in spe­ 
cial House elections in recent 
months. He predicted that an 
upsurge in the economy will 
bring defecting GOP voters 
back to the fold in time for the 
congressional elections in No­ 
vember 


Two great issues move pee 
pie in campaigns, peace and 
prosperity,” Nixon said in his 
30-minute speech. “On peace 
we are going to have a very 
strong case to present to the 
people this fall.” 


The President said the econo­ 
my had had some difficulties 
lately but that “at the critical 
times in September and Octo­ 
ber there will be an upturn.” 
The turnout for the annual 
fund-raising event was not up to 
former years, and dinner offi­ 
cials estim ated the “ take 
would be between $650,000 and 
$700,000. That would be far less 
than the $15 million average 
raised by the annual event in 
normal times, and considerably 
short of the $3 million contribut­ 
ed by the faithful to dine with 
Nixon shortly after the 1969

Talking to an audience clear­ 
ly on his side. Nixon joshed the 
diners about paying $1,000 for a

Vice President Gerald R

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Bard Festival Has A Home

The Marin Shakespeare Fes­ 
tival, which spent its last sea­ 
son in San Francisco and has 
often been plagued with finan­ 
cial woes, will return to Marin 
late this year if its backers can 
raise $18,000 by July 31. 


James C. Dunn. College of 
M arin d ram a d e p a rtm e n t 
chairman and artistic director 
of the festival, today said the 
college has agreed to give the 
festival a home if cash for its 
productions is supplied before 
the season begins. 


“ I suppose in a way we are 
helping to save them because I 
don’t know where else they 
would have gone,” Dunn said. 
He became associated with 
the festival earlier this year 
and suggested the college's help 
as a way for the theater group 
to produce its 14th season. 
‘‘We do have good audiences 
here and the reputation of the 
college will help draw audi­ 
ences and help them at least to 
break even,” Dunn said 
Under the arrangement, two 
comedies will be performed in 
repertory in November and De­ 


cember at the college’s Theater 
III in San Anselmo. A produc­ 
tion of “ Hamlet” will follow in 
January in the Fine Arts Thea­ 
ter at the college. One of the 
three will be financed by the 
college drama department. 


Dunn said 
the productions 
will be coordinated with year­ 
long events planned to com­ 
memorate the drama depart­ 
ment’s 10th anniversary. 
He said the college is aware 
of the existing $55,000 debt

college views the festival as a 
one-year project and it will 
probably have to seek a new 
home following its 1971 season. 


"I want them to develop their 
own policies so they can stand 
on their own feet I don’t want 
to be a patriarch of the Shake­ 
speare festival." he said. 
He said the $18,000 advance 
fund will be used to cover the 
college’s expense from building 
set^ to selling tickets 
“ It will cut their budget in 
half. In the past they have had 
$40,000 budgets," he said 
Should the festival board fail 
to raise the $18,000, the college 
will stage one Shakespeare play 
on its own as part of the 10th 
anniversary. Dunn said 
Jam es C. Frush, president of 


the 
festival 
board, 
said the 
theater group will use a combi­ 
nation of fund raisers and solic­ 
itation of private contributions 
to raise the $18,000. At the same 
time, the board will work to 
lessen its existing debt, he said 
“ We have elected to set aside 
IO per cent of the monies we 
raise prior to the opening of the 
season to be placed in a special 
account which will be distribut­ 
ed prior to the opening of the 
season on a pro rata basis," 
Frush said 
“ We also plan to dedicate the 
profits of the season to the 
further liquidation of those 
debts,” he said 
"There will 
also probably 
be specialized 
fund raisers aimed at meeting 
past obligations."

Many Highway Projects 


OAKLAND (UPI) - A top 
Reagan administration official 
said today the state would 
scrap plans for about two-thirds 
of proposed highway construc­ 
tion because of a drastic short­ 
age of money 


Transportation Director How­ 
ard C. Ullrich disclosed the 
m assive retrenchm ent in a 
speech prepared for a Universi­ 
ty of California 
Institute of 
Traffic and Transportation En­ 
gineering conference. 


He said the “ strain on high­ 
way funds would make it neces­ 
sary to cut out about two-thirds 
of all of the highway projects 
now planned” but many unfin­ 


ished projects will be complet­ 
ed. 


He cited freeway links which 
may not be completed as those 
between Eureka and San Fran­ 
cisco, between South Lake Ta­ 
hoe and finished sections of 
Highway 50 and on Highway 17 
between San Jose and Santa 
Cruz. 


Ullrich said the shortage of 
construction funds was trig ­ 
gered by a 15 per cent reduc­ 
tion in fuel tax revenue caused 
by the energy crisis, reduced 
federal support, a 50 per cent 
increase in construction costs in 
the past five years and “ up­ 
grading’’ of design standards.

Hike In Oil Prices Cutting Into 
India's Plan To Feed Starving 


NEW DELHI (AP) - The rise 
in world oil prices is undercut­ 
ting P rim e 
M inister Indira 
Gandhi’s struggle to feed the 
hungry m asses of India. 
Fuel and fertilizer shortages 
blamed on the oil crisis, com­ 
bined with 
inadequate winter 
rain*. have raised fears that 
the 105 million to 108 million 
tons of food grains predicted for 
this year's crop will not mater­ 
ialize 
The result could be empty 
stomachs because precious for­ 
eign reserves that could buy 
food abroad are already flowing 
out to pay for oil. 
Official policy here is that 
India is self-sufficient in food 
But the World Bank predicts 
that in spite of recent agricul­ 
tural progress the country will 
have to continue im porting 
about two million tons of gram 
a year for the next five years, 
The cost of oil and related 
products also is helping esea 
late prices of the Indian sta 
pies, wheat and rice. This is 
contributing to growing dissat­ 
isfaction among millions of low­ 
er and middle class families 
whose 
su b sisten ce-level 
in­ 
comes can ’t keep up. 
The widespread sense of inse­ 
curity over food played a major 
role in student-led unrest that 
toppled the Gujarat State gov­ 


ernment last month and forced 
Mrs. Gandi to send thousands 
of troops to control rioting 
mobs in Bihar State last week 


Ironically, the oil price boom 
has hit Indian agriculture par­ 
ticularly hard because of much- 
heralded 
progress in use of 
ft miizer* and artificial irriga­ 
tion 


The relation is close: fertiliz­ 
ers contain petroleum prod 
uets 
when petroleum costs 
more and becomes rare on the 
n u rk et. so does fertilizer. 
The Indian Minister of State 
for Petroleum and Chemicals, 
Shah Nawaz Khan, estimated 
that as a result India will fall 
about 1.3 million tons short of 
its four million ton fertilizer 
needs this year 
India imported about 112 mil­ 
lion barrels of crude oil last 
year. 
Predictions are that it 
will need about a million more 
barrels this year The total bill 
will represent almost half In­ 
dia's anticipated export earn­ 
ings of $3 billion this year. 


Though several oil explora­ 
tion projects have shown prom­ 
ise. there is no real hope of an 
end to the large-scale imports 
for the foreseeable future.

A Petaluma organization is 
attempting to mine gold from 
an unlikely source — heaps of 
tin cans, old bottles and news­ 
papers. 
Called the Community Work- 
* shop, the group collects its ma- 
* terial from anyone who'll do­ 
nate it and process it for sale to 
salvage companies, thus raising 
money for local youth organiza­ 
tions. 
“ The main object is to recy­ 
cle material rather than have 
to throw it away," director 
Luetta Thomas of Petaluma 
“Said 
“ If people did it on a 
nationwide basis it would help 
cpnserve natural resources " 
The recycling center is locat­ 
ed in an old warehouse at 
Bodega Avenue and Thompson 
* Pane, west of Petaluma 
* 
On Fridays, Saturdays and 
t Sundays, from IO a.rn 
to 3 
* P m , volunteers from local 
youth groups collect material. 
' sort and clean it. and stockpile 
* it until there s enough to haul 
‘ out by the truckload. 


The stuff is sold to various 
t bay area salvage companies. 
* and ultimately it is remanufac- 
« tured into useful articles. 
The glass is sorted by color 
and then beaten into small 
pieces with six-pound tampers 
* on long handles. It’s worth 
about a penny a pound or $20 a 
ton 


.Aluminum cans are flattened 
and sold for IO to 12 cents a 
pound, and tin cans are treated 
similarly. "The cans would be 
worth more if we shredded 
, them first but we don’t have the 
* equipment," Mrs. Thomas said 
Newsprint, bound into bales. 
' is worth about $20 a ton

Thomas got into the 
recycling business about four 
•years ago when she found out 
there was a recycling center in 
•Santa Rosa She thought Peta­ 
lum a should have one too

So she began collecting re­ 
a d a b le materials, using a

* the Santa Rosa center with 
^volunteered Clover D airy 
trucks

Mrs. Thomas got out of the 
business temporarily when a 
local garbage company took 
over But they eventually aban­ 
doned the project as uneconom­ 
ical. she recalled. 
“ They say it s very difficult 
to run as a paying business and 
I believe it,” she said. 
It’s especially difficult, she 
said, for small centers like the 
one rn Petaluma, which can’t 
afford machinery to process 
material and must crush it and 
bale it by hand. 
After the garbage company 
quit recycling, Mrs 
Thomas 
got into the business again be­ 
cause she was still convinced 
that Petaluma needed a facility 
of its own 
After searching more than a 
year, she found the centers 
present home. The rent is $150 
a month and the Petaluma City 
Council has donated $700 to pay 
the bills until the center can 
stand on its own feet financial­ 
ly 
The labor in the center is 
furnished by the youth groups 
which ultimately stand to bene­ 
fit from it — Boy Scout troop 18 
from Two Rock and troop 8 
from Petaluma, youth fellow­ 
ship groups from the United 
Church of Christ and the First 
Presbyterian Church, and stu­ 
dents from the Petaluma Train­ 
ing Center. 
Each organization is paid for 
the work done by its members. 
At the moment. Mrs Thomas 
said, the center needs more 
youth volunteers and more ma­ 
terial to recycle 
Directors of the effort, be­ 
sides Mrs Thomas, are Robert 
Salinas of Sebastopol, a teacher 
of retarded children in Santa 
Rosa, and Linda Keill. a Peta­

As for the future. Mrs. Thom­

He would have been even 
quicker but. because of lack of 
wind and current, Colas took 
four days to cover the last few 
hundred miles. Originally, he 
was expected last Sunday. 
With tears of joy, the bearded 
circum navigator hugged and 
kissed his T ahitian fiancee, 
Treura, who sailed out with a 


flotilla of tugboats, sailboats 
and motorboats to greet him.

Yachting sources said Colas' 
performance looked even better 
when compared with the round- 
the-world race involving 16 
craft which started from Ports­ 
mouth, England, the same day 
Colas left Saint Malo.

“The halyard was stuck at 
the top of the mast and the 
conditions of the sea meant it 
was too risky to climb up," he 
said. 


“ It was only on approaching 
Cape Horn, when the sea be­ 
came calmer, that I was able to 
loosen up the halyard,” used to 
hoist the mainsail.

Restaurateur Finds Life In 
America Mostly Hard Work

Restaurateur Cecilia Sun Yun 
Chiang 
of 
Belvedere, 
who 
walked 2,500 miles in 1943 from 
her Peking home through the 
Japanese invasion forces to 
safety in Chunking, China, now 
has written about her childhood 
in an upper class family of Old 
China in her cookbook, “The 
Mandarin Way.” 
Mme. Chiang, owner of the 
Mandarin Restaurant in Ghir- 
ardelli Square, San Francisco, 
said her mother’s tyrannical 
cook never allowed the children 
in the kitchen. Only after World 
War n destroyed her family’s 
wealth, did she experiment to 
learn how to make foods look 
and taste like the cuisine of her 
childhood. She then opened her 
first 
Mandarin restaurant in 
Tokyo, 22 years ago. 
In “The Mandarin Way" she 
reminisced about family cele­ 
brations, customs and cuisine, 
describing a luxurious life that 
no lo ite r exists. The chapters 
describe such events as a 
Chinese New Year’s feast, a 
wedding party, a shopping trip 
and many family meals with 
traditional recipes. 
Mme. Chiang grew up in Pe­ 
king, the seventh daughter 
among 12 children of a wealthy 
textile manufacturer who was 
“modern and without concu­ 
bines,” she said. 
Her mother, whose feet were 
bound in childhood to make 
them tiny, was unusual in an 
era when Chinese women of her 
class just socialized and played 
Mah Jong; she learned to be a 
great cook. H?r mother was the 
one who made family decisions, 
Mme. Chiang said, adding that 
she did not learn until recently 
of her mother’s death because 
letters could not be sent here 
out of China 


DURING THE Japanese oc­ 
cupation. Mme. Chiang and her 
sister attended Peking College, 
where some students disap­ 
peared and were presumed shot 
and buried in mass graves, she 
■ 
said. 
The girls feared for their 
safety and worried about the 
short food supply. Believing it 
would help their family to have 
fewer mouths to feed, and with 
their father's consent, the two 
girls started on a six-month 
trot over mountain trails to 
unoccupied Chungking, where 
they had an uncle but no ad­ 
dress for him. 
“We walked 
We got short 
rides in Army trucks. You 
would be surprised; you are not 
tired and have no feeling of 
fear at 20," she said. "When 
you get older, you lose courage. 
I can keep going and do more 
things than a lot of people can," 
she said 
They traveled by night be­ 
cause planes flew over ma­ 
chine-gunning everyone in sight

A little Chinese restaurant in 
Tokyo was so popular that peo­ 
ple waited in their cars for 
their turn to dine, even though 
its Chinese food tasted Japa­ 
nese. So Mme Chiang hired a 
cook who was bom in China 
and 
spoke

and 
.showed him how to cook the 
dishes she had tasted during 
her travels through many prov­ 
inces of China. She did all the 
marketing for the restaurant, 
as she does today in Chinatown 
for the current one The Tokyo 
restaurant was a success. 


MME. CHIANG came to San 
Francisco to visit her widowed 
sister IO years ago, and stayed 
to open a small restaurant on 
Polk Street. 
“After I came here, I saw 
everything here is work. In 
Tokyo you do not have to work 
so hard because help is easy 
and cheap. There is no compar­ 
ison. 
“When I first came here I 
thought American women are 
remarkable, the most capable 
in the whole world. They can 
compete with a man, some­ 
times they can do even better 
in certain businesses. I admire 
them. Men in other countries 
never give women a chance.” 
she said. 
Some of her schoolmates who 
came to visit her at her Polk 
Street 
restau ran t saw her 
cleaning and vacuuming and 
learned that she substituted for 
the hostess and bus boys on 
their days off Her friends ex­ 
claimed with admiration, “ How 
can you do that? I see now that 
you can do all these things,” 
she related. 
"I do not complain. It is great 
I 
am 
useful,” said 
Mme. 
Chiang, who credits the exer­ 
cise with preventing her from 
gaining weight for 25 years. 
American women manage to 
dress up nicely in the evening 
so “you do not know what they 
go through all day," she com­ 
mented. 
She has not seen women work 
as hard in any other country, 
she said. Europeans take their 
time 
People like that do not 
age as fast as Americans, she 
believes, adding that the Orien­ 
tal woman has beautiful hands 
because she does not use them 
After starting the restaurant, 
she brought her daughter. 12, 
and her son, IC, here from 
Taiwan. The children didn’t 


even know how to make their 
own beds or turn the gas off, 
she said. 


MME. CHIANG began to 
cook at home for them, the first 
time she had ever prepared a 
meal herself. Now she prefers 
to do her own hair, her own 
gardening and to design her 
own clothes. She chooses the 
fabrics here and sends them to 
a Hong Kong tailor who has her 
dress form for fitting. 
She prefers a Chinese dress 
style with Mandarin collar and 
a 
m atching 
blazer. 
From 
among her 300 outfits, she 
chose a full-length beaded skirt 
and jacket which had belonged 
to her mother for the opening 
night when The Mandarin’s lo­ 
cation was moved to Ghirardel- 
li Square. 
The Chinese woman shuns 
Western clohtes “ because any­ 
thing that I do not know that 
well, I try to stay away from. I 
wouldn't look good in Western 
dress." she said. However she 
wears sweaters and slacks at 
home in Belvedere. 


SHE RELAXES by gardening 
in pots on her deck overlooking 
Richardson Bay and she bicy­ 
cles along the Tiburon bike 
path 
On Tuesday m ornings she 
goes early to the restaurant to 
preside over a cooking class of 
IO students. Mme. Chiang de­ 
scribes how to make four Man­ 
darin dishes while her chef 
demonstrates them. 
Last fall she vacationed in 
the Orient and one of her stu­ 
dents. actor Danny Kaye, took 
over her classes. 
After the class she joins her 
students as they dine on the 
Mandarin dishes ami charms 
them with the stories of her life 
in Old China which she recount­ 
ed in "The Mandarin Way.”

Paul Poiret, the 
three sisters of the house of 
Callot, Madeleine Vionnet, Ga- 
brielle Chanel, and Elisa Schia­ 
parelli. Allof them could be said 
to have worked hand-in-glove 
with the aesthetic movements 
of their times. 
Poiret is credited with the 
earliest dress in the exhibit, a 
1909 uncorseted afternoon dress 
of striped silk with an overlayer 
of chiffon. 
Les Callots — three French- 
born sisters of Russian extrac­ 
tion — have for the most part 
been forgotten except perhaps 
to fans of Lorelei Lee, Anita 
Loos's enduring heroine of 
“Gentlemen Prefer Blondes.”

In the reference file 
she had tucked away in her 
little blond head it was proba­ 
bly spelled phonetically as 
“Callow Sirs,” but she knew 
how to get there. 
The designers, who were 
greatly influenced by ancient 
Chinese decoration, had the fi­ 
nancial backing of the exquisite 
Rita de Acosta Lydig. who nev­ 
er set foot on their premises as 
she thought it vulgar to be seen 
in a dress shop 
Curiously 
enough, none of the clothes of 
this patroness of the arts of her 
day are among the chinoiserie- 
inspired or other Callot dresses 
in the exhibition, although Mrs. 
Lydig's personal effects were 
given to the Metropolitan and 
Brooklyn Museums. 


THE MOST contemporary of 
the group is Madame Vionnet, a 
legendary white-haired lady 
who still receives visitors from 
her “chaise longue" in her Par­ 
is salon 
surrounded by her 
special rose-pink." as the exhi­ 
bition catalog tells us and who 
“brought to couture absolute 
expertise in the use of the bias, 
or fabric cut on the cross so 
that it has a pull and fall. 
Consisting of intricately cut 
bias triangles and rectangles,

a Vionnet

IF THE selection of Chanels 
lacks the substance of the day­ 
time suits the whole world 
knew and still loves, that would 
be because their owners would 
have worn them out. As it is, 
the exhibit displays the fantasy 
side of the old girl. Occasional­ 
ly 
she dipped into theatrical 
costuming. Her designs for the 
Picasso backdrop of the ballet 
“Le Train 
Bleu” were auc­ 
tioned off a few years ago in 
london and are probably now 
untraceable 
Mrs. Vreeland corralled some 
breathtaking evening Chanels 
from the collection of Umberto 
Tirelii, a Rome theatrical de­ 
signer. Three of them date to 
1926 and one to 1930, but all look 
fresh from the atelier. 
Much in the show comes from 
the Costume Institute’s own ar­ 
chives. Poirets seemed scarce 
until the organizers unearthed a 
cache at the Museum of the 
City of New York, left by Mrs. 
Henry Clews 
More turned up 
at the Chicago Historical Socie 
tv 
which lent many dresses 
that had belonged to Mrs Pot­ 


ter Palmer, including her court 
presentation gown by Vionnet. 
The Schiaparellis that the de­ 
signer herself donated to the 
fashion Wing of the Philadel­ 
phia Museum of Art in 1969 are 
also at the Met They represent 
what she considered her best 
period (1935-40), and one can 
view her circus, love-letter, and 
Vertes prints, as well as a linen 
jacket embroidered with a de­ 
sign by Jean Cocteau. 
All in all, the show puts up a 
strong argument for fashion as 
an art, for the clothes stand up 
very well vis-a-vis the other 
artifacts in the museum. They 
mean more, in terms of aes­ 
thetics and social comment, in 
fact, than some of the more 
traditional exhibits. So Chanel 
might well change her mind 
today about refusing to think of 
herself and her colleagues as 
artists.

Hayakawa's 
Injunction 
Plea Denied 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPP - S 
I. Havakawa yesterday lost his 
right to run for U.S. Senate on 
the Republican ticket. 
A three-judge federal court in 
San Francisco denied his re­ 
quest for a temporary injunc­ 
tion to force Marin County to 
register him as a candidate. 
Hayakawa, former president 
of San Francisco State Univer­ 
sity, claimed the section of the 
California code prohibiting his 
switching parties within 12 
months of an election was un­ 
constitutional. Hayakawa, a 
registered Democrat since 1955, 
switched to the Republican par­ 
ty Aug. 31 and tried to file as a 
Republican for U.S. Senator. 
The three-judge panel could 
have ordered him listed as a 
candidate even though the 
deadline for filing was March 8. 
Printing of the ballots was 
scheduled for today. 
The court, citing Storer v. 
Brown of the U.S. Supreme 
Court, refused to force the Ma­ 
rin County registrar to accept 
Hayakawa’s candidacy. 
In that case, the Supreme 
court said California was within 
its rights to prohibit candidates 
who were affiliated with a polit­ 
ical party within a year of their 
candidacy from running as in­ 
dependents

Scott Fitzgerald’s novel of the 
1920s in America, got a cool 
reception by critics at its open­ 
ing in New York 
“ A Lavish ‘Gatsby' Loses 
Book's Spirit," pronounced Vin­ 
cent Canby in The New York 
Times today. 
“ ‘Gatsby’ Doesn’t Live Up to 
Great Billing,'' wrote Kathleen 
Carroll of the (New York) Daily 
News of last night’s screening. 
Bob Salmaggi, film critic for 
Westinghouse 
broadcasting, 
said: 
"The 
Great 
Gatsby 
doesn’t work 
“ The dialogue is unconvinc­ 
ing. Robert Redford doesn’t 
make it happen. He simply is 
not Gatsby. Mia Farrow is un­ 
even. fluttery, never convinc­ 
ing 
The Great Gatsby is a 
herculean failure." 
The Times' Canby said the 
film moves "sp an iel-lik e" 
through the novel, "sniffing and 
staring at events and objects 
very close up with wide, mopey 
eyes. seeing almost everything 
and comprehending practically 
nothing." 
"The language is right, even 
the chunks of exposition that 
have sometimes been turned 
into dialogue Tile sets and cos­ 
tumes and most of the perform­ 
ances are exceptionally good, 
but the movie itself is as life­ 
less as a body that’s been loo 
long at the bottom of a swim­ 
ming pool."

"By treating Fitzgerald with 
the velvet-gloved respect re­ 
served for literary gods, by 
handling his prose with the 
stiff-necked restraint of a ser­ 
mon on the mount, they have 
arrived at an admirably faith­ 
ful but absolutely rigid, humor­ 
less interpretation of the novel 
that drains almost all the life 
out of it. 
"Perhaps — thanks to the 
heavy barrage of advance pub­ 
licity — expectations were too 
high It is quite likely that no 
movie could have lived up to 
the razzle-dazzle reputation of 
’Gatsby.’ no movie could have 
satisfied everyone's private 
fantasies of how Fitzgerald's 
characters should look or act "

"Even the slogans on the T- 
shirts aren’t political. Dope is 
way off from three or four 
years ago. too " 
He surveyed the beach where 
most of the 11,000 young people 
in town were soaking up the sun 
or frolicking in the surf 
"There s a lot more girls here 
than there used to be. In fact, 
I d guess it s about 60-40 in 
favor of the females Even the 
sexual pursuit role has been 
reversed with girls out hunting 
guys, ’ Dalton says. 
Fitzpatrick predicted the col­ 
lege crown would swell to 30.000 
during Easter Week, but the 
numbers are a far cry from a 
decade ago when more than 
70,000 youths jammed a town 
already packed to the limits 
with older tourists. 
In the early and mid-1960s, 
most colleges released students 
for spring vacation at the same 
time The movie. "Where The 
Boys Are." had played at cam­ 
puses across the nation, and its 
romanticized view of the Flori­ 
da mating game spurred thou­ 
sands of students to make the 
trek south. 
But the students usually 
failed to find the picture’s ver­ 
sion of fun in the sun in the real 
Fort lauderdale, and hordes of 
bored, womenless young men 
sometimes turned into mobs 
and vented their frustrations on 
the city. 
The climax came in 1967 
when about 2,500 youths spilled 
off the beach onto the streets 
and blocked traffic. The youths 
looted soft drink, produce and 
bakery trucks, and officers who 
arrived to quell the disturbance 
were met with a barrage of 
bottles, vegetables and beer 
cans filled with sand 
For two days, mobs of stu­ 
dents hit and ran like guerril­ 
las, taunting police, damaging 
passing autos and tying up 
traffic. Officers responded by 
breaking up large gatherings, 
clearing the beach and arrest 
mg more than 800 people, most 
of the students 
Th** disturbances left a bad 
taste in the mouths of residents 
and students. For the next few 
years, arriving students were 
informed that a misstep would 
mean jail Young visitors com­ 
plained police harassed them 
and were unnecessarily rough 
in their treatment of students. 
The numbers of students ar­ 
riving each spring dropped off 
as word spread across cam­ 
pusses that Fort lauderdale 
was too uptight for people un­ 
der 30 
Rut healing time seems to

A mandatory crackdown may 
follow if the manufacturers fail 
to act and if studies now under 
way indicate a "substantial risk 
or imminent hazard” to users 
of the products, the EPA said

ucts are now registered for 
public sale 
A spokesman for a public 
interest health group promptly 
called the decision "an impor­ 
tant beginning., but inade­

Joyce found out about the trade yesterday 
morning, but she had expected the worst when 
she received the first message. It came while she 
was attending to her duties as a second grade 
teacher’s aide at St. Isabella’s school in Terra 
Linda.

"I WAS W ORRIED about illness in the family, 
or maybe John was in a bus accident in Florida, 
or it would be some other bad news,” Joyce said.

Funny thing, hut some hombres can tell you to the yard 
how far they hit a wedge. But they don’t know from nothin’ 
how far they hit another club. 


Some fellows have trouble judging distance to a green. Say 
they're 155 yards away. They draw a blank. All they know is 
it s somewhere between a putter and a driver. 


What they do is walk from their ball to a point where 
they'd hit a wedge to the green.

If it's 50 yards, that means roughly five more clubs from 
the point where they'd hit the wedge.

This is not my way to judge distances, but it has merit. I d

lf You Are, Do It Right 


If you must hide silver in 
your house or yard, you may as 
well do it right, says D Todd 
P arker, president of United 
States Silver Corporation in 
Van Nuys 


Parker s customers are wel­ 
come to store their silver bars 
and gold and silver coins in the 
company vaults for an annual 
fee of a penny an ounce. But if 
they want to do otherwise, Par­ 
ker has some professional ad­ 
vice for them. 


‘ The 100-ounce silver bars fit 
nicely in a safe deposit box." 
Parker says, "but there are 
limits to this method. A 1,000- 
ounce bar is about I2” x5”x 3 ^ ” 
and weighs 83 3 pounds, and 
you don't carry that around in a 
handbag or briefcase " 


For silver storage at home. 
Rule One is: "Don t tell any­ 
body." Complete secrecy is the 
best security, says Parker. 
Buried gold and silver can be 
put in a plastic bag and buried 
about three feet deep — prefer­ 
ably at night when neighbors 
aren’t watching 
“It is a good idea to plant a 
bush over the treasure to mark 
the spot and conceal fresh dig­ 
gings.” Parker says. "If the 
metal can be buried under a 
water pipe, that will fool elec­ 
tronic metal detectors 
"A floor safe in the basement 
is good for many purposes, and 
should be concealed under 
some heavy object, such as an

Battle For The 


Savings Dollar 


By JOHN CUNNIFF 


NEW YORK (AP) - The fight 
for the consumer’s savings dol­ 
lar might seem to be one fought 
mainly in a carnival atmos­ 
phere of pennants and prizes 
and bonuses, but this gilding 
merely hides far more basic 
considerations. 
Banks, securities brokers, 
mutual funds and insurers are 
all battling for these dollars, 
appropriating techniques from 
each other and fearing hot a 
whit about intruding on each 
other’s territory. 
But it is the banks and other 
savings institutions, once the 
most severely conventional of 
all institutions, that are break­ 
ing the old mold. Many are 
selling insurance and stocks, 
directly or in combination with 
conventional savings plans. 
Criticism, understandably, is 
mounting 
Insurers don’t like 
losing business, of course, but 
the bankers remind them that 
insurance’s most popular and 
profitable product, whole life.

Indeed, they point out that 
insurers paid very little interest 
on those savings, which are 
referred to as the cash or bor­ 
rowing value of the policy. For 
years they paid about one-half 
the interest offered by banks. 
The brokers are upset that 
more than 65 national banks 
now have investment services 
under which individuals may 
purchase shares of the nation’s 
25 largest companies on a regu­ 
lar automatic deduction plan.

Needham also believes the 
mutual fund industry might be 
forced to sue the banks because 
of the similarity of product that 
each is promoting.

At the same time, insurance 
agents are keeping a wary eye 
on their stock broker asso­ 
ciates, who are trying to nour­ 
ish their shrunken incomes 
from stocks by selling insur­ 
ance. Insurance, the brokers 
have found, isn t nearly as cycl­ 
ical or treacherous as stocks.

Some Banks Are A Better 


Bargain For The Shopper

Many people never think of 
looking at prices when they’re 
shopping for a bank. Assuming 
service costs are much the 
same, they shop for location 
and hours. Occasionally they 
are even lured to open an ac­ 
count by an offer of a free 
toaster or football ticket. 
A survey of California banks, 
.savings and loan associations, 
and credit unions by San Fran­ 
cisco Consum er Action indi­ 
cates there is often more varia­ 
tion 
in 
price 
than 
bank 
customers suspect. 
The survey reports that in 
almost every service, big banks 
tend to charge more — some­ 
times IOO per cent more — than 
medium or small-sized banks. 
Among the price variations 
the survey found that in Califor­ 
nia interest on a personal unse­ 
cured loan of $700 for 12 months 
ranged from 12.7 per cent to 18 
per cent interest 
Interest on 
auto loans was found to range 
between 7.5 per cent and 10 4 
per cent. 
The minimum balance for a 
checking account was found to 
vary between $100 and $.‘100 
The survey notes that Califor­ 
nia banks tend to charge for 
checking accounts while earn­ 
ing profits on the balance. By 
contrast, some Eastern banks 
have stopped charging and re­ 
quire no balance minimums at 
all.) 
San Francisco Consumer Ac­ 
tion's six-month investigation 
was no easy task, according to 
survey author Neil Gendel, who 
contends that banks purposely 
do not want to get entangled in 
open price competition or to lift 


the veil of mystery from their 
practices. To back up his state­ 
ment, Gendel points out that 
only two of 15 banks responded 
to the initial survey question­ 
naire. 
The group found that, though 
the price information is public 
and available to any individual 
who asks, it had to drop its 
identification and approach 
each bank personally as a cus­ 
tomer to get the facts. 
At one point along the way, it 
even sued the Federal Reserve 
Bank to release som e data 
which the Washington institu­ 
tion had collected. 
More interesting than the 
price variations are the tips the 
guide offers on economy moves 
and deceptive practices to be 
aware of. 
The survey shows, for in­ 
stance, that credit unions are 
the cheapest source of loans, 
since they require no minimum 
fees, are limited by law to 
charging no more than 12 per 
cent for any type of loan, and 
inflict no prepayment penalties. 
The worst source of loans are 
reta ile rs, personal property 
brokers, industrial finance com­ 
panies, and mortgage loan bro­ 
kers. 
The survey authors suggest 
that shopping around is a good 
practice even when a bank of­ 
fers a preferential loan rate. 
Many banks don’t want to lose 
customers and may bargain if 
they learn lower prices are 
being charged elsewhere. 
Those with savings accounts 
who write only a few checks a 
month may be able to do it via 
their savings and loan associa­ 
tion, according to the survey, 
rather than open a checking 


account. In the process, they 
benefit from the interest being 
earned on their savings ac­ 
count. 
Authors of the survey, who 
consider it a handy reference 
for any bank customer, whether 
or not he happens to live in 
California, also point to a num­ 
ber of possible pitfalls: 
Deceptively low installment 
loan rates, for instance, tend to 
be quoted by banks, and service 
charges in other areas tend to 
go unmentioned unless the cus­ 
tom er specifically asks. 
New “open end” loans, such 
as check overdraw accounts, 
cash advances, and the like can 
be credit traps in that the full 
potential cost is seldom re­ 
vealed. San Francisco Consum­ 
er Action may well take legal 
action on that very issue. 
“One of the purposes of this 
guide is to make services and 
prices change on behalf of the 
public interest,” notes Gendel, 
form er California deputy attor­ 
ney general, ‘‘and we’re going 
to pursue those changes vigor­ 
ously now that we’ve collected 
the information we need.” 
Consumers Union calls the 
banking guide “a straight-talk 
response to the impact of the 
banking industry on consumers 
at all economic strata" and a 
help in guiding consumers to 
"m atch wits and wisdom with 
those who make their money by 
dealing with money.”

In Surviving Shocks, What Do We Learn? 


A couple of brief forays during the last 
IO days — to San Francisco and to 
Detroit — confirm the impression that 
the United States and the systems which 
hold the country together are functioning 
extremely well. At least, that's how it 
struck me. The United States is going 
through an exceedingly traumatic time 
It is not cracking 


Certainly the tests to which American 
society is being subjected are the most 
severe in its peacetime history. The 
presidential crisis is unprecedented in 
scope and seriousness 
If anybody had 
told us, a year ago, of the sensational 
shocks which would come, I for one 
would have said the lid would blow off. It 
hasn t And the energy crunch, marked 
not only 
by great shortages but by 
fantastic increases in cost, was enough to 
send the economy into chaos. It hasn’t. 
The fabric which holds together the 
American system is very strong. The 
nation is free from political hysteria 
Shock waves have ripped across the 
nation. The “Saturday night m assacre" 
under which Archibald Cox, Elliot Rich-

We 
pay too much for projects there 
designed

sistently far below actual costs. 
We pay too much for grandeur 
We cannot afford it.

The State Bar of California proudly 
announced, from time to time, that it 
cleans its own house by cracking down on 
lawyers who embezzle clients 
money,

plain that they police their own ranks - 
with help from the California Supreme 
Court and state licensing agencies, re­ 
spectively It was the Maryland Bar, for 
instance, which pressed for the disbar 
ment of Spiro T. Agnew, who was ac­ 
cused of taking payoff money even when 
serving as vice president of the United 
States. 
The State Bar of California has just

What this all suggests is that the 
elements holding human society together 
are very profound 
They come back,

As Legislative Mill Grinds 


WASHINGTON C P I - Congress has 
said “ no thank you'.’ to a pay raise, is 
trving to revamp an emergency energy 
bill vetoed by President Nixon, and has 
refused to permit women in the military 
academies 


Thus, despite Watergate and the House 
Judiciary Committee’s impeachment in­ 
quiry, the legislative mills in Washington 
are grinding 


How they are grinding, though, is a 
m atter of contention Nixon’s characteri­ 
zation is reminiscent of President Tru­ 
m an’s 194* campaign against what he 
called the “do nothing” 80th Congress. 
But House Speaker Carl Albert believes 
the record of the 93rd Congress will be 
the greatest since the 89th passed social 
reform legislation reminiscient of the 
fir>t UN) days of the New Deal 


IF THE WRD HOLDS true to legisla­ 
tive course, it may go down in history as 
the Congress which did more to reform 
itself than anything else. It is about to 
abandon the Rub*.* Goldberg machinery 
by which it exercises its exclusive power 
over government .spending 
Both the House and Senate have passed 
somewhat different measures to let Con­ 
gress 
fix its own budget instead of 
reiving solely on the administration. Un­ 
der the reform. Congress for the first 
time would consider the relationship be­ 
tween money to be spent and taxes to be 
pc id. instead of appropriating piecemeal 
for each department and agency. 
Taken alongside a war powers measure 
passed over a veto last session, the 
budget reform is expected to reclaim for 
Congress authority it has seen the White

Director William Ball tried to 
take a mood piece, which 
stresses character, and turn it 
into what he calls a “ humane 
comedy”. It doesn’t work. 
Where this repertory produc­ 
tion of “The Cherry Orchard” 
goes astray is when the actors 
open their mouths. It sounds 
like an American not a Russian 
play. 
Set in Russia in 1904, the play 
begins with a maid, played by 
B arbara Dirickson, excitedly 
awaiting the arrival of her mis­ 
tress, Lyubov, from a lengthy 
stay in Paris. Miss Dirickson, a 
very good actress, comes off as 
a hyperactive waitress from 
Peoria, 111., destroying the 
mood of the play before it 
begins 
Miss Dirickson is not the only 
one to be faulted. Many actors 
whom I ve admired from pre­ 
vious productions this season 
seem woefully miscast, misdi­ 
rected and inadequate in their 
portrayals of the Russian aris­ 
tocracy and peasantry prior to 
the 1917 revolution. 
Ronald W. Boussom. who was 
brilliant in "The Taming of the 
Shrew ” , plays a clerk who 
looks Uke a combination of Sig­ 
mund Freud, Salvador Dali and 
Groucho Marx. 
The affected cackle of Daniel 
Kern as Yasha, a valet, is 
enough to drive one up a w-all. 
Kern looks and acts like a 
young George Raft. 
What Ball was thinking when 
he allowed Nancy Wickwire as 
Charlotta, a governess, to be 
the only member with a Rus­ 
sian accent, is beyond me. Ei­

In color there is a strong 
trend toward henna, also asso­ 
ciated with the '30s. And there 
is a technique of highlighting 
the hairline around the face 
that is p articu larly striking 
worn by women with brown 
hair or medium brown hair 
Very dark brunettes might use 
henna highlights around the 
face.

NO BARRIERS 
Togetherness In The Beauty Salon

Women began invading men’s 
barber shops years ago, and no 
one thought too much of it 
They got their haircuts and 
were on their way, but that 
trend has changed in the past 
year or so when blow dry hair 
styles came into vogue.
